GYSBERT  CRUM  OF  ULSTER  COUNTY,  N.  Y.  AND  HIS  DESCENDANTS.

Gysbert  Groin,  or  Crura,  as  the  name  was  often  spelled,  was 
listed  as  a  soldier  In  Captain  Henry  pawling' s  company  of  foot 
soldiers  from  Hurley  and  Marble town,  Ulster  County,  N.  Y.  on 
April  5,  1670.  This  is  the  first  mention  of  him  in  written 
records,  so  far  as  this  compiler  has  discovered.  In  the  same 
list  occurs  the  name  of  Jan  Joosten,  usually  known  as  Jan 
joosten  van  Meteren.  Both  of  these  men  lived  at  Marbletown, 
a  region  a  few  miles  southwest  of  Kingston  recently  opened  f  or 
settlement. 

Gysbert  Crum's  parentage  and  date  of  arrival  in  America 
have  long  been  a  mystery.  They  need  not  have  been  ~  for  a  close 
study  of  all  the  records  pertaining  to  the  Cruras  or  Kroms  shows 
that  their  connection  with  the  Van  Meterens,  which  has  often  been 
suspected,  was  in  reality  a  very  close  one.  There  can  be  no 
reasonable  doubt  that  Gysbert  Grom  and  his  two  sisters,  ly.sbet 
and  G-eertruy,  came  to  New  Amsterdam  in  the  care  of  Jan  Joosten 
van  Meteren  and  his  wife  May eke  Hendricks  in  the  sailing  ship 
D'Vos(Fox)  which  left  Amsterdam  August  31,  1662;  that  they  were 
then  children  aged  12,  15  and  9  years  old,  respectively;  and  that 
Maycke  Hendricks  was  their  mother,  and  Jan  Joosten  van  Meteren 
their  stepfather.  Their  own  father  was  Willem  Crora,  presumably 
of  Pynacker,  in  Holland,  where  Lysbet  Willems  Grom  was  born  • 

Jan  Joosten  was  from  the  Tiel  region,  in  Holland.  Besides  t  he  3 
stepchildren,  he  brought  two  children  of  his  own,  aged  6  ard  2\  yean 
old.  (See  item  In  Holland  Society  Year  Book,  1902,  p. 22,  Revised 
Sailing  Lists?  "jan  Joosten  from  the  Tlelderweert ,  wife  and  five 
children,  15,  12,  9,  6  and  2|  years  old.") 
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Very  soon  after  their  arrival  in  New  Amsterdam,  Jan  Joosten 
and  his  wife  May  eke  Hendricks  and  the  children  sailed  up  the 
Hudson  to  Esopus  (Kingston)  where  the  parents  were  admitted  t o 
the  Wiltwyck  Dutch  Church  by  Dominie  Blom  on  December  16,  1662. 
(Membership  Lists,  copy  by  this  writer  from  Hoes  ms.  in  N.  Y* 

Geneal.  &  Biog.  Society  Library,  N.  Y.  City). 

In  June  of  the  following  year,  Maycke  and  two  of  her  children 
were  among  those  captured  by  the  Esopus  Indians  in  their  raid  on 
Hurley  and  Wiltwyck  and  were  carried  far  off  down  towards  Shawangunk 
to  the  Indian  strongholds,  where  they  were  held  during  the  summer; 
but  in  September  Capatin  Martin  K^egier  led  a  successful  expedition 
against  the  Indian  forts  and  all  the  captives  were  finally  returned 
to  their  homes.  It  was  probably  the  two  youngest  (Van  Meteren) 
children  who  underwent  this  harrowing  experience.  The  Van  Metercns 
had  by  this  time  already  settled  in  the  Hurley-Marbletown  section. 

The  first  marriage  which  has  been  recorded  in  the  Grom  family 
was  that  of  Lysbet  Crom  (called  Lysbet  Willemse  Grom  in  baptisms). 

On  October  28,  1668,  she  married,  at  Kingston,  Joost  Adrians 
Vermeulen  (whose  children  took  the  name  of  Molenaar) ,  widower  of 
Femraetje  Hendricks,  supposed  by  a  van  Meteren  genealogist  to  be 
the  sister  of  Maycke  Hendricks,  but  this  relationship  seems 
Improbable.  Lysbet* s  birthplace  is  given  as  pynacker;  her  husband 
was  also  born  there  -  see  his  previous  marriage  record  in  same 
church.  Lysbet  Willemse  Crom  and  Joost  Adrians  had  children  as 
follows:  (notice  sponsors).

Gysbert^-Crom  seems  to  have  spent  all  his  life  in  Marble  town, 
where  he  inherited  property  from  his  stepfather  and  also  obtained 
large  grants  of  land  from  the  Indian  owners  and  Marble  town 
Trustees.  On  15  April  1699  he  bought  from  William  Jacobse  van 
Tongeren,  a  large  tract  which  formerly  had  belonged  to  Ge rr it 
Gysberts  or  marbletown,  ror  400  heavy  pieces  of  eight,  valued  as 
135  pounds.  ln  Sept.iyip  he 
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The  year  of  hl3  death  is  not  certain.  It  may  have  occurred 
In  the  autumn  of  1724,  as  on  October  l?th,  William  Hopkins, 
Coroner  of  Ulster,  claimed  expense  money  from  the  Kingston 
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Supervisors  for  his  "enquiry  of  the  body  of  G-ysbert  Crom.  " 

The  claim  was  paid  by  birck  crom.  It  is  not  certain,  however.

After  their  decease,  it  should  go 
to  the  children.  “ J oost  to  have  one  half  of  the  entire 
estate  first.  Joost  and  GYSBERT  to  have  the  land  at  Marble town  , 
Joost  one  half,  and  then  the  other  half  to  be  divided  between 
them.

(in  Hurley).  "Children  of  Lvsbeth, deceased,  to  have  their 
portion,  in  money,  from  the  other  children."  (Aftjou's  Ulster

Joost  (Joost  Jansen  van  meteren)  was,  of  course,  the 
own  son  of  Jan  Joosten.  But  Gysbert,  Geert je  Cjoorn  and  Lysbet, 
deceased,  named  in  this  document,  are  not  to  be  found  in  any 
records  of  the  period  under  the  name  van  Meter.  They  are 
found  with  the  surname  Crom.  Lysbet  Crom  had  died  a  few  months 
before  this  will  was  made,  and  Jan  Joosten  was  one  of  the 
administrators  of  the  estate  for  her  children.  (Ulster  go, 

Deeds  «A;13,  Zimin  abstracts).  Geert  je  Crom  at  this  date 
evidently  had  not  married  (see  p.  6  of  this  mss.)  If  ter  name 
had  been  Crom  by  marriage,  1.  e.  not  her  maiden  name,  as  s  oine 
writer  or  writers  have  claimed,  she  viould  not  have  been  entered 


as  Geert je  Crom  in  all  the  baptisms  of  te 
was  not  the  custom  at  that  time. 
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On  April  23,  1705,  Gy sbe rt  Grom  discharged  Jan  Joosten  of 
the  City  of  Hew  York  (grandson  of  the  original  jan  Joosten)  "or 
any  of  ye  heirs  of  Jan  Joosten  Late  of  Last  yarsey  deceased  for 
any  part  or  parcell  of  ye  Estate  of  said  jan  Joosten  van  Metern 
wch  was  bequeathed  unto  ye  said  fry sbe rt  Crom  either  by  words  or 
writing*  The  consideration  was  100  pounds.  And  on  the  followin'- 
day,  Gy sbert  Grom  was  a  witness  in  his  house  "in  the  limits  of 
Marble town  to  the  signing  of  a  paper  by  which  May c ke ,  widow  of  j~n 
Joosten  van  Meteren,  sold  to  "Jan  Joosten  van  Meteren,  son  of 
Joost  janse  van  Meteren,  son  of  jan  Joosten  van  Meteren,  in 
his  lifetime,  living  at  East  jarsey " ,  her  right  of  inheritance  in 
her  husband's  estate,  for  payment  of  45  pieces  of  eight  of  15 
penny  weight  annually;  the  child  of  a  negress  "about  5  years  old 
named  Lea,  to  be  delivered  to  her  order  in  the  Jerseys,  with 
condition  that  the  aforesaid  May  c  kern  may  dispose  of  the  ...  child 


as  she  pleases",  and  honorable  burial  at  the  expense  of  jan 
Joosten.  Gy sbert  Grom  was  looking  after  the  rights  of  his  own 
mother  in  this  agreement*  (Ulster  Co,  LAnd  Deeds  aa ; 340,341) • 

Jan  Jooaten^van  Meteren  removed  to  New  Jersey  before  te  died 
and  bought  large  tracts  of  land  there.  He  died  before  April  4, 
1704,  when  his  son  Joost  janse  referred  to  him  as  deceased  in  an 
Ulster  County  Beed( AA ; 362) .  An  inventory  of  his  personal  estate 
was  sworn  by  "John  van  Mater"  in  Burlington,  N.  j.  13  June  1706,

Her  mother  was  the  daughter  of  t he  celebrated  Antony  d e  doogea 
(after  whom  Anthony  * s  Nose  on  the  Hudson  was  named),  Secretary 
of  Hens selaerswyck  in  1655  (see  n.  y  Geneal.  &  Biog.  RECORD, 
vol. 67:  article  on  De  Hooges  Family).

Derick  Krom  and  his  wire  Kva  lived  in  the  town  of 
Rochester,  ulster  County.  Their  house  is  perhaps  still 
standing  on  the  main  highway  from  Kingston  to  Accord  near 
the  Whitfield  road  (“Old  Stone  Houses  of  Rochester",  by 
J.  Hartley  Tanner  in  Ulster  Co.  Hist.  Proc.  1937-38), 
and  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Josephine  Lawrence,  previously  by  Dr. 

Edgar  Krom  -  though  this  may  have  been  built  at  a  later  date. 

The  noon  mark  carved  on  a  window  sill  by  jay  Gould  in  his 
youth  when  working  as  a  surveyor  in  Ulster  County  is  still 
visible.  The  death  dates  of  Derick2Kro  m  and  his  wife  are  unknov7n

Hendrick  Krom  was  a  Trustee  of  Marbletown  1722-24,  and 

held  other  town  offices  (Marbletown  records  in  Sylvester's 

History  of  Ulster  County);  in  1755  he  owned  7  slaves ( same ) .

He  was  also  a  Trustee  of  the  Marbletown  Dutch  Church(Ulster 
County  Deeds,  EE; 19)  Altogether,  a  rich  and  important  man, 
as  shown  also  by  his  will,  which  describes  large  tracts  of 
land  which  he  owned  in  Ulster  County.
